Memorandum on ike Occupation and 
Retention of Zeyla, 


A TRANSLATION of the Sultan’s Firman 
relative to Zeyla will be found in Sir H. Wolffs 
despatch No- 12 of the 7th January, 1886, and 
in the Foreign Office Confidential Paper (4747). 

It h dated the 30th June, 1875, and fixes the 
tribute to he paid by Egypt at £ T, 15,000, say 
14,000/, 

The India Office were of opinion that we 
should not recognize the validity of this Firman, 
as we had not admitted the claim of the Porto over 
Zeyla or the rest of the Somali Coast. 

Accordingly, Sir H, Elliot, Her Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Constantinople, was instructed to 
remind the Porte that we had a Treaty with the 
Sheikh of Zeyla, to say that we did not desire to 
enter into a discussion on the effect of that Treaty, 
but would he prepared shortly to make a proposal 
to the Porte for an arrangement with regard lo the 
whole of the Somali Coast, 

We did make the proposal shortly afterwards, 
and entered into a Convention with the Khedive, 
acknowledging his jurisdiction over the whole 
coast on certain conditions, But we never 
succeeded in obtaining the Sultan's consent to 
the conditions on which the Convention depended, 
and it has consequently remained in abeyance. 

From 1877 to 1884 the whole Somali Coast was 
tie facts under Egyptian administration. 

In 1884 the retirement of the Egyptians having 
been decided upon, the following despatch was 
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addressed to Her Majesty's Ambassador at 
Constantinople*:—

A conirnuaicutian, in the sense of this despatch

On ihe 32nd August the Turkish Ambassador in 
London was reminded that, if his Government did 
not move iu the matter, Her Majesty's Government 
must.

Indian Government might, for convemer.ee, he 
extended to Zeyla also, subject to relinquishment 
hereafter, ifihe Porte should eventually accept the 
proposals of Her M#aty’s Government lor re¬ 
establishing there the authority of the Sultan.

In September Abu Rckr r the Egyptian Governor 
of Zeyla, was expended by Vice-Consul Kin ? , and 
the latter's action was approved. 

In February of 1885 tbs Law Officers were 
consulted aa to whether the Khedive was still 
liable for the whole amount of the tribute to 
Turkey, In spite of the diminution of hi* territory 
by voluntary abandonment. 

They reported H that tEse territories having been 
ceded to the Khedive upon the terms of bis paying 
a certain tribute to the Sultan, we are of opinion 
that that arrangement can only bo got rid of, so far 
as the liability to the Sultan is concerned, by a new 
agreement with him, except it may be in the case 
nf riic territories being lost to Egypt by conquest. 

* c II tbe Sultan should consent to resume direct 
control over them, it would Im a matter of agree¬ 
ment on what terms he did so, and certainly, in 
such case, it would be reasonable that the tribute 
should cease." 

In answer to a further reference in October, they 
reported £1 that, in our opinion, the Egyptian 
Government are not justified in declining to 
continue the payment of I4,0(30h to the Porto 

on account of Zeyla,.but should make 

provision in their yearly liudgel for such payment 
until the Porto bus accepted the retrocession of 
Zeyla, and relieved the Egyptian Government of the 
obligation in relation thereto." 

In November a suggestion was put forward for 
ihe formal acquisition of Zeyla by a pecuniary 
arrangement with the Porte. 

Sir E, Baring furnished, a Memorandum on tbe 
same subject in December, and expressed himself 
ruLher in favour of I landing the place over to the 
Italians. 

The India Office, to whom the question was 
referred, replied *' that Lord R* Churchill regards 
iEilt British occupation of Zeyla as an arrangement 
made lor the mutual convenience of this country, 
Egypt, and the Porte, in consequence of the inability 
of ^ 3tf Egyptian Government to maintain Itself 
thorei and he cannot admit that may liability is 
thereby imposed on the British or Indian Govern¬ 
ments on account of the tribute or £ T, 15,000 
agreed to by the Egyptian Government in 1875 to 
be paid lo the Porte in respect of Zeyla."

In 
any case, it would appear only equitable that Egypt 
should be relieved of the [fay me Lit of the tribute, 
and of any shadow of responsibility which may 
attach to her in regard to Zcyla.”

Memoranda at this time by Brigadier-General Indii Office, 

Hogg and Major Hunter strongly recommended the 0? ™ eT 
permanent retention of Zeyla, and the latter sub- 
cabled that lOO/XHU. would not be too large a sum 
to offer for it. 

On the 25th February* I8B7* the India Office Ibid,, 
forwarded copy or a despatch from the Government F * bru * , y 5j ' l ^ &7 ‘ 
of India on the question of acquiring Zeyla from 
the Porte, 

The Governor-General considered that the Indian 
Government should have a permanent and complete 
control over Zeyla, 

Lund Crrow added that, on the whole, he was 
inclined to think that a moderate money payment, 
to he contributed equally by the Imperial and 
Indian Governments, in return for a cession of 
sovereignty on the pari of Turkey, would afford the 
best means of acquiring complete control over 
Zeylu, and of relieving Egypt, if possible, from the 
heavy tribute which she paid Lo Turkey on account 
of the place. 

Sir Il + Wolff, who wa* then at Constantinople* To Sir H, walff. 
was accordingly authorised lo sound the 1 urte on 
the subject if, in the course of bis negotiations, a 
favourable opportunity should occur,

This proposal was viewed favourably by the 
1 1 id Utii authorities. 

Accordingly, on the 9th April the following tele¬ 
gram was sent to Sir H. Wolff: — 

61 You lire authorised to suggest unofficially to 
the Porte cession of Zeyla to Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment for a term of years, in consideration of a lump 
gum as compensation for the Egyptian tribute. 

u Ascertain and report amount which would pro¬ 
bably be accepted, 

«If there is any doubt whether it could, under 
Treaty of Paris, be ceded without the consent of 
the Powers, you might propose simply to accept a 
right to occupy and administer. 3 * 

Sir H. Wolff feared that the word “cession" 
might create difficulties* so ho chose the second 
formula. 

On broaching Lhe subject to the Giand V izier as 
his own idea the latter seemed favourably disposed* 
and said ho would give an answer hiler. 

But the subject was not pursued any further. 
We do not appear to have communicated officially 
with the Treasury, but it is stated in an India 
Office Memorandum on Somali affairs that the 
Secretary of State for India, in qmnimmicnting to 
the Viceroy of India the instructions given to 
Sir H. Wolff, mentioned that ibu Imperial Govern- 
incut- were not prepared to snake any contribution 
towards the purchase of Zeyla* and asked whet was 
the maximum svmi which the Indian Government 
was inclined to give. 

In July 1&87 the small force ol Egyptian black 
troop? at Zeyla having asked to be relieved, it was 
agreed to allow [twin to leave j but it was arranged 
that the Egyptian Hag should remain Hying* and n 
small body of Egyptian police still remained there. 

On the 20th July a Circular was addressed to 
Her Majesty'? Representatives at the Court* of the

governing authority at Zeyla but that of Her 
Majesty's Government, and that, if the Egyptian 
flag was still hoisted over the Custom-house, no 
political significance was to be attached to the 
feet.

This letter, after alluding to the fact that Zeyla 
formerly belonged to the Simdjuk of Hodddn, 
stated that the Sultan wished to come to an 
arrangement with His Highness, by which that 
place should he again brought under the direct 
authority of the Sublime Porta It ended by 
inviting an expression of the Khedive's vfowa. 

Sir Iv. Bating reported that His Highness was 
disposed to accept this proposal on condition that 
Egypt should be relieved from the yearly tribute of 
£ T. 15,000,

The Khedive accepted the proposal that Zeylri, 
should revert to the Porte r He intimated that 
Egypt would thus lie liberated from the duty of 
paying the tribute^ and recalling the fact that for 
some time England had occupied and guarded the 
place, he concluded by saying, “Your Highness 
will, therefore, judge how tar a communication with 
England ia unavoidable before the change vn n be 
effected." 

The views of the Government of India aa to the
